THE LAWTON NEWS AND HEARST 
In a recent issue of the Lawton News there was published 
a most vicious attack on Scott Ferris. 
The alleged cause of 
the Lawton paper’s anger is that Mr. Ferris in his race for 
the senate has the support of William R. Hearst. 
After ac­ 
cusing Hearst of every crime known in the lists of infamy, 
the News inferentially indicts Ferris himself for treason be­ 
cause he is being supported bpr the New York editor. 
We are in no wise interested in what the Lawton News 
swallowed to produce such violent frothing, and we do not 
particularly care whom Hearst may be boosting for the sen­ 
ate, if in truth, he is supporting anyone. 
But as a newspaper 
interested somewhat in decent journalism we respectfully sug­ 
gest that the Lawton News look somewhat into the political 
records of Oklahoma before it deigns to eternally damn every 
candidate who may possibly have some connection with Wil­ 
liam Randolph Hearst. If it will read the Daily Oklahoman 
of the issue of November 25, 1903, it will find an interview 
that throws considerable light on the political affiliations of 
its own candidate for senate. The following is the interview 
in part: 
“Senator Gore of Lawton was in the city yesterday en 
route to Indian Territory, where he is billed for several 
speeches 
Asked as to his views regarding the approach­ 
ing presidential campaign the senator said: 
‘Personally I am for Mr. Hearst. 
His views on the state­ 
hood question renders him eligible for our support. The de­ 
mocracy has several candidates who could probably win, but 
Mr. Hearst has more points in favor of his availability than 
anyone else. 
In the first place he is a man of presidential mould. 
As 
chief magistrate he wrould inspire confidence at home and 
challenge respect abroad. 
In the second place he could unite and harmonize the 
warring factions of democracy, one of the conditions preced­ 
ent to success. 
He is neither too conservative for the liberal 
nor too liberal for the conservative element of the party. With 
Hill and Gorman commanding one wing and Bryan and Har­ 
rison commanding the other wing, Hearses conquering car 
would be irresistible. 
In the third place Mr. Hearst is the best possible match for 
Mr. Roosevelt, which is a point of supreme importance. 
He 
is a resident of New York and would therefore countervail 
whatever local pride and partiality may obtain for the pres­ 
ident in that pivotal state. 
He is a native of California and 
would offset that affected westernism which Mr. Roosevelt 
parades with so much spectacular effect. The native sons of 
the golden west would carry California for Hearst and prob­ 
ably Oregon and Washington also. 
In the next place Mr. Hearst owns and edits three of the 
largest democratic dailies in the country and through this 
medium reaches a larger audience than any other man in 
America. 
He would thus be able to effectually assail the 
opposition on either flank and in the center at one and the 
same time. 
Last but not least Mr. Hearst is an Intense American, de­ 
voted to our Republican institutions and Republican Ideals, 
Public Spirited, Philanthropist, whose humanity is not merely 
professed but proven, on many and fitting occasions. 
Hearst and home rule would make a good slogan for the 
twin territories at least till the national convention should see 
fit to substitute another.” 
The Lawton Journal should read the above quoted inter­ 
view with considerable care. 
In fact, it should have read it 
before it published its attack on Mr. Ferris. 
It may possibly 
realize the difficulty of convicting Mr. Ferris of disloyalty 
because he has the support of a man whom Senator Gore 
himself has characterized as An Intense American, Devoted 
to Our Republican Institutions and Republican Ideals, Public 
Spirited, Philanthropist ,etc. If Senator Gore’s characterization 
of Hearst was true, then it is an honor to have the support of 
such a man in a senatorial race. If the Lawton News’ char- 
‘ acterization of Hearst is true, then its candidate for the senate 
supported an impeached disloyalist for president of the United 
States and preferred him to Bryan, Cockrell, and eevry other 
presidential possibility.
